Original Virginal of Queen Elizabeth, one of the 
curiosities in the valuable cabinet collection of the 
late Lord Viscount Fitzwilliam. 

It may be gratifying to many of our 
readers to be informed, that the original 
virginal itself which belonged to that illus- 
trious Queen, and upon which she was 
known to be so excellent a performer, is 
still in existence, and in a state of perfect 
preservation. This curious and beautiful 
instrument is now in the possession of Jo- 
nah Childs, artist of Dudly, who would have 
io objection to transfer it to a more suitable 
possessor. It was purchased at lord Spen- 
cer Chichester’s sale, at Fisherwick, about 
twelve years ago, and was the property of 
the late most noble, the marquis of Done- 
gal. The case is covered with crimson 
Genoa velvet, upoo which are three an- 
cient gilt locks, finely engraved ; the in- 
strument is made of cedar; the inside of 
the case is lined with strong yellow tabby 
silk, the front is covered entirely with gold, 
having a border of gold round the inside, 
two inches and a half broad. There are 
fifty keys, with jacks and quills, thirty of 
them ebony, tipped with gold ; and the se- 
“mitone keys (twenty in number) are inlaid 
with silver, ivory, and different kinds of 
wood; each key consisting of about two 
aundred and fifty pieces. The royal arms 
of Elizabeth at one end are most exquisite- 
ly emblazoned ; at the other end, a dove 
rising luna crowned, holding in its right 
foot a sceptre, and standing ypon an oak 
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ance; but it is impossible to give an ade- 
quate idea of the exquisite workmanship 
of the whole. The superiority of the or- 
haments is such, that no artist can possibly 
delmeate them, so as to make an engraving 
of them.

BEDOUIN ARABS. 


From Burckhardt’s Travels in Syria and Palestine 
Mr. Burckhardt, in order to avoid suspi- 
cion, had never yet allowed the Avabs to 
see him write, lest he shoyld be thought 
a necromancer or a searcher for treasures. 
When mounted on his camel, at an easy 
walk, by throwing his mantle ever his head, 
as if to ward the sun, he could sometimes 
write unobserved. His journal-books were 
small, tney could be carried in his waist 
coat pocket, and when taken oat they merht 
be concealed in the palm of his hand.— 
Sometimes pretending to sleep, and cover- 
ed with his mantle, and at others going 
apart for a few minutes, and crouching 
under his cloak, he continued his notes. 

“ This evening I had recourse to the 
last method; but having many observa- 
tions to note, I remained so long absent 
from my companions, that Ayd’s curiosity 
was aroused. He came to look after me, 
and percejving me immoveable on the spot, 
approached on tip-toe, and came close be- 
hind me without my perceiving him. I do 
not know how long he had remained there, 
but suddenly lifting up my cloak, he de- 
tected me with the book in my hand.— 
‘ What is this?’ he exclaimed. * What are 
you doing? I shall not make you answera- 
ble for it at present, because I am your 
companion, but I shall talk further to you 
about it when we are at the convent ;’ I 
made no answer, till we returned to the 
halting-place, when I requested him to tell 
me what further he had to say. ‘ You write 
down our country,’ he replied, in a pas- 
sionate tone, ‘ our mountains, our pastur- 
ing places, and the rain which falls from 
heaven; other people have done this before 
you; but I, at least, will never become in- 
strumental to the ruin of my country.’ I 
assured him that I had no bad intentions 
towards the Bedouins, and told him he 
must be convinced that I liked them too 
well for that; *on the contrary,’ I added, 
‘had I not occasionally written down some 
prayers ever since we left Taba, we should 
most certainly have been all killed ; and it 
is very wrong in you to accuse me of that, 
which if I had omitted, would have cost us 
our lives.” He was startled at this reply, 
and seemed nearly satisfied. ‘ Perhaps you 
say the truth,’ he observed; ‘but we all 
kuow that some years since several men, 
God knows who they were, came to this 
country, visited the mountains, wrote down 
every thing, stones, plants, animals, even 
serpents and spiders, and since then little 
rain has fallen, and the game has greatly 
decreased.’ The same opinions prevail in 
these mountains, which I have already 
mentioned to be current among the Be- 
douins of Nubia; they believe that a sor- 
cerery by writing down certain charms, can 
stop the rains and transfer them to his 
own country. The travellers to whom Ayd 
alluded were M. Seetzen, whovisited Mount 
Sinai eight years since, and M. Agnelli, 
who ten years ago travelled for the Empe- 
ror of Austria, collecting specimens of 
natural history, and who made some stay 
at Tor, from whence he sent Arabs to hunt 
for all kinds of animals.”

LETTER V. 
Philadelphia, July 9th, 1823. 

Dear Covstin—The proximity of this date to the 
birth day of our Independence, may lead you to 
anticipate an account of the manner in which the 
Mhiladelphians celebrated that day. I shall how- 
ever disappoint you for very obvious reasons :-— 
you who are hundreds of miles from this city know 
as much about the general manner of celebrating 
the day, as any one here, for it is the same in eve. 
ry part of the Uniied States; and it would be la- 
borious and indeed impossible, for me to give you 
a minute description of all the incidents that oc- 
curred to individuals. Such a description would 
fill volumes. I might relate to you what I myself 
witnessed—how the guns roared, the beiis chimed, 
the drums beat, and the trumpets sounded—how 
Many companies were arrayed in martial splen 
dour, and how accurately they performed their 
evolutions—how many orations were spouted by 
young lawyers and pedagogues, with Demosthe- 
nian eloquence—how many public dinners were 
served up—I might enumerate the courses ofeach 


cach dish, the peculiar flavour of the wines, rit 
a long list of patrioticetoasis, ancl, t somplete ihe 
climax, I might present you with a iwilight view 
of the votaries of Bacchus, with bloody noses, 
black eyes, broken arms, and senseless bodies — 
An exposition of such minutia is unnecessary ; 
you are already familiar wiih them by personai us- 
seTvation. But if you still possess the same patri- 
otic feelings and the same laudable curiosity, 
which I have often observed and adnived, you wall 
be gratified with a deseription of the place to 
which the eyes of all true Americans were directed 
with the greatest anxiety forty-seven years ago— 
an account of the transactions that took place on 
the day we annually commemorate, and some re 
marks concerning those venerable sages who laid 
the corner stone ofa temple of freedom, the bold- 
ly conceived architecture of which filled the world 
with astonishment, and the completion of which, 
with unrivalled beauty, strength, and regularity, 
made the kings and potentates of the old world 
tremble on their thrones, 
Ii my last ietter, which was a general descrip- 
of Philadelphia, I gave vou the situation of 
“the State House;” the suibje ct of this leads me 
to deseribe i more minutely. It may be consid 
ered as five distinct buildings, according to the 
time of their erection. The oldest and the one 
most wor hy of notice is that in the centre. It is 
a brick building two stories high about 100 feet in 
length and 50m width, with the side fronting 
Chesnut street. It was erected inthe year 173), 
with a lofty steeple on the back side, which, owing 
to some detect in the foundation, was afterwards 
partly demolished. A flat roof now covers the re- 
ma omg walls of this mos noble part of the edifice 
and a puny spire rises some ten or fitteen feet 
above the main building—a striking ombiom of 
fallen greatness. The entrance from the street to 
the public square divides the first story of this 
building into two equal paris, one of which is a 
om for courts of justice and ‘he other contains 
De laplaine’s collection of Portraits of distinguished 
Americans.

1 shall now give you some particulars con- 
cerning the Declaration of Independence, with 
which you are probably unacquainted. On the 
10th of June, 1776, the motion which produced 
the Declaration was made by R.H. Lee, from Vir- 
ginia, the largest of the Thirteen United Colonies. 
It wus seconded by Mr. Adams, from Massachu- 
setts, at that time the second state. Mr. Jefferson, 
Me Adams, Dr. Frantlin, Mr. Sherman, and Mr. 
livingston, were appointed as a cormmittee on the 
subject. Mr. Jefferson, though the youngest on 
the committee, was chairman. The committee 
met and appointed Mr. Jefferson and Mr, Adams 
a sub-committee to write the Declaration, Fach 
solicited the other to perform the duty. Mr. Jef- 
ferson at last consented, and the next day submit- 
ted the original deatt, which was afterwards re- 
ported to the committee, who did not suggest a 
single alteration or amendment. ‘The committee 
then reported the Declaration to Congress, on the 
first of July. 1776; it was discussed and amended 
on the 2d, 3d, and 4th of July, and, about a quar- 
ter of the reported Declaration having been struck 
out, it was adopted and signed on the latter day 
The following humorous occurrence gives us a 
lively idea of private sentiments at that ime, Mr 
Harrison, a delegate from Virginia, was a large 
portly man—Mr. Gerry, of Massachusetts, was 
slender and spare. A little time after the solemn 
transaction of signing the instrument, Mr. H. sai’ 
milingly to Mr.G ‘ When the hanging scene 
comes to be exhibited, 1 shull have the advantag:

COLLEOTANE A: 
STRENGTH OF CAST IRON. 

From the increasing use of cast iron in 
the building of houses, it becomes import- 
ant to learn the best method of ascertain- 
ing its strength ; for, notwithstanding it is 
iron, it nevertheless varies extremely in 
quality. Cast iron varies considerably m 
its strength, chiefly in consequence of ai: - 
bubbles, the temperature of the moulds, and 
the time allowed for cooling; for if the cool- 
ing takes place slowly, the iron becomes 
much tougher than when it is cooled rapid- 
ly. Cast iron, too, ought always to be an- 
nealed. One of the best tests of the quali- 
ty of such iron, is to strike the edge of it 
with a hammar: if it make a slight im- 
pression, denoting some degree of mallea- 
bility, the iron is of a good quality; but, 
if it fly off in fragments, withoutany sen- 
sible indentation, it is hard and brittle, and 
not to be relied on. In a large beam ofiron, 
it must be remembefed, that different parts 











will be often of different qualities, depend- 
ing upon their situation in the mould. — 
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NEW WATCH. 
Mr. Patton, of New Bond Street, hav 
obtained a patent for the invention of an as- 
tronomical instrument, or-watch, by which 
the time of the day, the progress of the ce- 
lestial bodies, &c. may be correctly ascer- 
tained. By the new part of the mechanism 
ofthis watch,a small point is made to strike, 
successively, upon a revolving dial-plate, 
any required number of slight blows, ina 
second of time; this mechanism being in- 
stantancously put in action by the pressure 
of the finger, produces marks upon the plate 
corresponding to the minute divisions ‘of 
time, which marks may be refer. ed to, after 
the observations are completed; and, by that 
means, a transit, occultation, or other ce- 
iestial appearance, may be observed and re- 
corded with a greater degree of exactness 
than by any other hitherto made. 
SUSPENSION PTERS. 
Capiain Brown, the architect of the Sus- 
pension Iron Bridge over the Tweed, has 


applied the same suspension-principle to 4 


the construction ef Piers, and is erecting 
one at Brighton, The plateau is suspended 
from chains, which hang from pier to pier; 
and the piers themselves, consisting of se- 
parate iron bars, are of course, as such, ex- 
pesed to a very slight action of the water. 
This plan of erecting, piers, is of the high- 
est importance ; for many parts of our coasts 
may by this means, be rendered accessible 
to navigators, and convenient for commercé 
and communication; while the expense of 
repairing and re-building stone piers will be 
prevented. 
MANUFACTURE OF GLUE FROM BONES, 
Mr. C. Yardly, of Camberwell, Surrey,” 
has obtained a patent for the manufacture 
of glue from bones, by the employment of 
steam at a high pressure, which is convey- 
ed into a closed globular vessel containing 
a quantity of bones, by the action of the 
steam on which the gelatine is extracted, 
which is afterwards clarified, evaporated, 
and dried upon nets in the ordinary man- 
ner, so as to become the glue of commerce. 


METHOD OF CASTING STEREOTYPE 
PLATES, BY M. DIDOT. 

This method cousists in striking movee 
able characters (cast of a composition here- 
alter to be described) into iced, without the 
assistance of heat. Moveable .characters 
formed of that composition, cast in the. ue 
sual manner, are composed line by line, ac- 
cording to the common methods, till a page 


|'s formed. This page is placed in a frame 


'of suitable dimefsions, and in tidus f 
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me 
two quadrats are placed, which, by means 
of screws, press all tuese moveable7ic cers 
so a8 to form’a solid mass. A brass or iron 
frame is made to the size of ihe page, and 
a plate of iron is fastened to it by se:ews, 
to serve as & bottom; this frame is teen 
filled with a plate of pure lead. The whole 
being thus prepared, the page composed 
of the moveable charasters is put into the 
lead intended formamptuix: it is then .pla- 
ced under a strong press,which forces down 
the letters into this lead, which thus be- 
comes asolid matrix. In this matrix as ma- 
ny stereotype forms may be cast as can be 
wanted. The composition for casting the 
inoveable characters is formed of seven 
parts, by weight, of lead ; two of regulus of 
antimony: and one of an alloy of tin and 
copper in the proportion of nine of tin, to 
ohe of copper. 


MAGNETISM OF THE GLOBE. 

Mr. Hansten, of Christiana, iias made 
some remarkable-discoveries with respect 
to the magnetism of the Globe, by means , 
ofa small oscillating instrument, consisting 
ef a magnetic steel cylinder, suspended by 
a very fine silken thread, and enclosed in 
a glass globe. The principle of these dis- 
coveries is, that the intensity of the earth’s 
magnetism is subject to daily variation ; 
that it decreases from the early hours of 
the morning until about ten or eleven 
o’clock, which is the period of its minimum ; 
that it then increases until about four in the 
afternoon, and during summer until six or 
seven in the evening; that it again de- 
creases during the night; and returns to 
its maximum about three in the morning.

Contractors for carrying the Mails :— 


GENERAL Post Orrror, 
July 7, 1823. g 

The Post-Master General has observed, that 
some of the contractors forthe conveyance of the 
mail, seem to be indifferent, as well to the man- 
ner iy which the mail is conveyed, as to the time 
in Which it isdelivered. Where the mail is car- 
nied on horseback, the obligation is positive, that 
it slu!ll be covered, so as to protect it from the 
weather—where jt is conveved in a carriage, the 
obligation is equally positive, that it shall be kept | 
under cover. 

In consequence of the repeated violations of 
the above obligations, the Post Master General 
gives notice, that, in every instance, in which 
the contractor shall fail to convey the mail under 
cover, as the terms of his contract require, or 
hall fail in delivering it at the time directed, a 
fine shall be assessed, which shall only be re- 
mitted, on showing that the omission or failure 
did not proceed from negligence. And if this 
remedy should prove ineffuctual, the conveyance 
will be placed in other hands. 

Many of the complaints which are so repeat- 
edly made against the Post Office Department, 
arise from the negligence of Postmasters—Notice 
is therefore given, that these complaints shall 
be strictly attended to, and the proper remedy 
applied. It is particularly enjoined on those who 
lave the care of distributing offices, that they 
cmploy in their respective offices only such clerks 
as are entirely competent. Letters arc mis-sent 
frequently, by those employed in distributing 
offices, who are not sufficiently acquainted with 
the geography of the country, to give the pro- 
per direction to the different letters.

24 3-4 grains of pure gold, and 15 times as much, 
or 37 1-4 grains of pure silver in the dollar, Fede- 
ral Money, and not from the value in Sterling 
Money, as given in the English Tables. Those 
who prefer adopting the Sterling calculations, can 
readily convert them into Federal money by the
